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Petitions Entered While Officers 
Are Cleaning Out French 
Lick and West Baden 
Casinos. 


French Lick, Ind., July 8.—[Special.)—Gov. 
Hanly today made his star play against 
“Tom” Taggart, chairman of the demo- 
cratic national committee, by filing suits 
against and ordering raids upon the gam- 
bling resorts here and at West Baden. 

While the raids were in progress and of- 
ficere busy making arrests and confiscating 
fortune chasing apparatus, Attorney General 
Charies Miller, acting under instructions 
from Gov. Hanly, filed In the Orange county 
courts an action to revoke the charter of the 
French Lick Springs Hotel company, of 
which Taggart is president, and the West 
Baden Hotel company. The petition aske 


‘that the hotels be closed up and a receiver 


appointed for each. 


Gambling Fraternity Dazed. 


Gov. Hanly’s action staggered the gambling 
fraternity here, which had no inkling of his 
intention until) Sheriff Marks and a dosen 
deputies surrounded the resorts simultane- 
ously, arrested the occupants of the casinos, 
confiscated the gambling paraphernalia in 
the name of the state, and closed the places 
pending the decision of the Circult court 

The proceeding at two resorts did not occu- 
Py more than a few mnutes, but when word 
of what had happened got out, hundrede of 
persons flocked to the two places and seemed 
completely dazed by the raids. 

W hen the officers entered the casinos there 
Was a considerable crowd present and sev- 
eral games were in progress. It was not un- 
usual for officers of the law to drop in and 
look at the gambling in progress and their 
entrance did not excite suspicion till Sheriff 
Marks began to makearrests. Several) guests 
tried to get out of the building, but were met 
by officers on the outside and it then dawned 
upon the management that the building had 
been surrounded. 


Attorney General Directs Raiders. 

All the gambling apparatus, consisting of 
roulette wheels, slot machines of every con- 
ceivable kind, faro tables, poker chips, and 
dozens of decks of cards, was confiscated. 
The apparatus was tagged and numbered 
by the officers, and several guests were sum- 
snoned to appear in court age witnesses, while 
those engaged in gambling were placed under 
arrest. 

Attorney General Miller personally super- 
intended the raids and arrests. Only the 
officials and attendante at the casinos were 
held. 

The suits against the hotel companies are 
based on the charges that they have allowed 
gambling to take place in the casinos In sye- 
termnatic violation of the law. 


Children Tempted to Gamble. 

After setting forth the value of the casinos 
devoted to gambling, Attorney Genera! Mil- 
ler declares that children between the ages 
of 10 and 18 years are permitted in the rooms, 
where “roulette tables and wheels and 
Klondike games, faro tables, and bookmak- 
ers’ tables, and other gambling devices are 
kept, and where large sums of money are 
won and lost by people.” The petition de- 
clares these children are permitted to mingle 


and associate with gamblers and bookmak- 
ers with the “ permission and connivance " 
of the officers and employés of the casinos. 

It is pointed out that the hotel company is 
in league with the lessees of the gambling 
house, the leases giving them the right to run 
and operate gambling devices of every char- 
acter. The petition says that for this priv- 
llege a rental] of $5,000 a year is paid. 


Hotel Company Is Blamed. 

The petition points out also that gambling 
in these resorts had been abetted and en- 
couraged since the incorporation of the hotel 
companies until it became so flagrant and 
notorious as to bring “reproach and dis- 
grace on the. state,’’ and that in 1905 the 
gambling was stopped only after the gov- 
ernor had started prosecution. 

But it was merely a lull, for the petition 
asserts the casinos started to run wide open 
again im the spring of this year in defiance 
of the law until they have now become no- 
torious throughout the country. The peti- 
tion in conclusion says the resorts are now 
the rendezvous of gamblers and again have 
become the “humiliation and disgrace” of 
the state.

Two Long Years? No, Sir. 


WEED OUT ASPIRANTS FIRST. 


Says Friends Needn’t Think Promises 
Binding; He Won’t Sue. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 3.—WillHiam Jennings Bryan 
will not sue for breach of promise the enthu- 
siastic state conventions which indorsed him 
for president in 1908 if, in the intervening 
two years, they experience a change of heart. 
Neither will he announce his candidacy, nor 
admit its certainty, until the political horizon, 
is clearer and the democratic party completes 
the process of elimination. 

In brief, Mr. Bryan does not want “to sit 
on a stool and look pretty” for two long 
years. These things he said in a statement 
soon after his arrival in London today. It 
was issued to appease the curiosity of an 
army of newspaper men who besieged him at 
the Hotel CeciL 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan arrived from Norway 
at Newcastle yesterday, remaining there 
over the day in order that Mr. Bryan might 
complete quietly some writing. Arriving in 
London today, they went direct to the Cecil, 
where Mr. Bryan immediately was besieged 
by callers, among the first being John Burns, 
William T. Stead, and Mrs. Stead. With 
Messrs. Burns and Stead Mr. Sryan had a 
long and animated discussion on economics 
and social and labor questions. 


Gives His Views on Candidacy. 

Mr. Bryan found awalting him here an 
enormous mass of cable dispatches and let- 
ters urging him to declare his position on 
urgent public questions in,America and to 
begin his active presidential campaign atthe 
reception on his arrival in New York fn Au- 
gust. After reading these he gave out this 
statement to the newspaper men: 

“ The first suggestion of a reception for me 
at New York came prior to the action of any 
of the state conventions and before there was 
any discussion of the next campaign. It 
came from the Commercial Travelers’ league, 
of which Mr. Hoge is president. I assured 
him I should be pleased to meet the members 
of the league, suggesting that the reception 
be characterized by simplicity. Now that the 
actions of some of the state conventions 
have raised a question as to the political 
significance of the reception, Iam glad tosay 
that it must not be regarded in the light of 
an indorsement for the presidential] nomina- 
tion. 

“While I appreciate the compliment paid 
by the various state conventions, I do not 
regard their expressions as binding upon 
them or upon the party of their state. I 
shall not prosecute them for breach of prom- 
ise if they transfer their affections to anoth- 
er: I will not even publish their letters. To 
allow the reception to be regarded ag an in- 
dorsement would, in the first place, be unjust 
to others who may be candidates. 


Wants No Rivalry to Mar Choice. 

“T have seen the names of several men- 
tioned as possible candidates, among them 
Congressman Hearst, Senator Bailey, and 
Gov. Folk, who all have rendered conspicu- 
ous service to the party and to the country, 


and their claims should be considered. The 
party is entitled to its most available man, 
and the question of availability cannot be 
determined so far in advance. 

“ Circumstances and issues may strengthen 
the claims of some one of the gentlemen 
mentioned, and the list should be an open 
one until the time comes to choose. 

“I may add that it would not be just to 
me to be put in the attitude of announcing 
my candidacy or admitting the certainty of 
my beingacandidate. Itis two years before 
the convention meets, and I am not willing 
to sit on a stool and look pretty that long. 
I prefer to be in a position to say what I 
think ought to be said, write what I think 
ought to be written, and do what I think 
ought to be done. Iam advancing in years 
and cannot spare two years out of my life 
just at this time. 


Leaves Friends Free to Change. 


“T shall be glad to return to America, al- 
though every day of my trip has been en- 
jJoyable. I shall be glad to meet my friends 
in America, and after I have met them they 
will be just as free as before to do what 
they think best on issues and candidates.”’ 

When told that Mayor George B. McClel- 
lan was in Loxtion, Mr. Bryan said he had 
not heard he was here. He expressed his 
gratification that Mr. McClellan had escaped 
from the wreck at Salisbury and said he 
hoped to meet him. 

Mr. Bryan will speak at the American so- 
ciety dinner tomorrow night. Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan will spend the week end with Am- 
bassador and Mrs. Reid at Wrest Park, and 
then will go to Italy, returning here July 23, 
when Mr. Bryan will attend the interpar- 
HMamentary conference. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
will then make a tour of Scotland, going 
thence to France and Spain 


Going Abroad to Advise Bryan. 

Jacksonville, Ul., July 8-—[{Special. ]—M. 
E. Dunlap, wife, and daughter departed to- 
night for New York, where they will sall 
om the steamer Lucania on Saturday for Liv- 
erpool, Dunlap will meet W. J. Bryan in 
Paris, where a conference will take place. 
Dunlap declared tonight the invitation from 
Bryan to meet him was on account of close 
personal friendship of many years standing. 
But it was at Dunlap’s house in Jacksonville 
that the coup was planned in June, 1596, 
that took the democratic convention by 
storm and won the nomination for Sryan. 
Bryan has great confidence in Dunlap’s 
judgment and no doubt will give great weight 
to what he has to say regarding the political 
situation Im this country.

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CASTELLANE IS CAST OUT. 


Chamber of Deputies Annuls His 
Election on Bribery Charge. 


BONI DENIES HE IS GUILTY. 


Says He Could Have Disproved Accu- 
sations but Feared the Limelight. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
(Copyright: 1006: By the New York Heraid.] 
PARIS, July 3.—Despite a protest from the 

count the French chamber of deputies today 
by 253 votes against 221 decided to invalidate 
the election of Count Boni de Castellane, 
husband of Anna Gould, as the deputy for the 
Basses Alpes. 

The commission to which the election was 
referred recommended its validation, but M. 
Regnier demanded a public debate. He de- 
clared that Count Castellane has a reputation 
for sowing money broadcast, in support of 
which etatement he produced several attesta- 
tions made by electors. M. Regnier alleged 
Count Bon! introduced a new system of 
corruption. He sent postal orders to the 
homes of electors and in these conditions ® 
was difficulM to secure evidence of bribery. 
Ir, conclusion M. Begnier alleged clerical 
interference and a campaign of false news. 

“In 1902," he added, “ Count Castellane 
called his then opponent a Prussian and this 
year resorted to similar tactics.” 

Boni Makes Vigorous Defense, 
The count made a spirited speech in his own 

defense. He said: 

“It has aiso been written that I am the 
grandson of a Prussian and an uncle of fu- 
ture Prussian officers. I ask the chamber 
to validate my election. The validation has 
been recommended unanimously by the sub- 
commission. The clergy never interfered 
in my election. The corruption alleged has 
been recognized to be unfounded. If there 
has been corruption it has been the act of 
my opponent. 

“A press campaign has been referred to. 
It was carried on against me at a time when 
I was struggling with ‘great and painful 
family difficulties.’ References such as I 
cannot repeat have been made to persons 
belonging to my family. I would have taken 
notice of them fn another manner had I not 
feared to bring myself Into prominent no- 
tice at such a time. Thisis the fourth time 
I have been elected in the same division. 
Consequently the electore desire to have me 
as their representative.” 

The chamber thought otherwise, and by 
a majority ef 82 votes Invalidated the elec- 


tica. 
Center of Many Scandals. 

Count Castellane has for a long time fur- 
nished the subject for much gossip in Paris 
and ‘was first brought into prominence in 
America by his marriage to Miss Anna Gould, 
who brought him the millions which 
won for him two terms in the chamber and 
even caused him to be talked of as a possibie 
candidate for the French presidency. 

He again was brought into the limelight, 
when, in 1906, his wife left their home in 
Paris and filed her first petition for absolute 
divorce, charging the count with infidelity. 
The sult ts now pending. 

How the French aristocracy regards Count

CHOLERA STRIKES 
MANY IN MANILA. 


100 Laid Low by Plague by 
Awful Epidemic Since 
last Thursday. 


PINOS MOST SUSCEPTIBLE. 


Twenty-one Cases with Sixteen 
Deaths Are Reported in 
One Day. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.} 

MANILA, July 3.—A virulent epidemic of 
cholera has broken out. It threatens to be 
worse than any epidemic since American 
occupation. 

One hundred deaths have occurred in 
Manila since last Thursday. Two victims 
were Americans, one named Charlee Shee- 
han. 3 
The board of health is concentrating its 
efforts to prevent a spread of the disease to 
the provinces, where no restrictions are ob- 
served. 

A majority of the victimes in Manila were 
found dead. No notification of their illness 
had been given, as the natives do not codper- 
ate with the inspectors. By refusing to give 
notification of the presence of disease they 
hope to escape fumigation and quarantine. 

Detachments of troops vested with police 
powers are guarding Manila’s water front. 

A servant of Gov. Gen. Ide was found suf- 
fering from the diseage in the palace. He 
was removed to a hospital and is recovering. 

Twenty-one cases and sixteen deaths were 
reported today. The provinces report twen- 
ty-eix cases and twenty-five deaths. 


Soldier Dead from Cholera. 

The suburbs near Fort McKinley have been 
quarantined. There has been one death from 
cholera among the soldiers—Christian G. 
Dwight of company C, Sixteenth infantry. 
The health bureau is taking every precau- 
tion to prevent the spread of the disease. 

A circular has been distributed among the 
citizens, warning them of the danger and re- 
quiring that precautions be taken. 

Though the situation is serious the health 
officials do not look for an epidemic. The 
greatest difficulty is experienced in getting 
natives to report cases of sickness. The Fill- 
pinos fear the health officials and are con- 
cealing cases from them. To this cause is 

igned the spread of the disease. 
“The first national salute to include Okla- 
homa was fired at the Luneta at midnight, 
July 3. 

The advent of the fourth of July was cele- 
brated by the release of sixty-eight men who 
are charged with outlawry and were serving 
sentences in Bilibid prison. 


_ Filipinos Cholera’s Victims. 

Washington, D. C., July 3.—The last com- 
plete monthly health report from the Philip- 
pines which the bureau of insular affairs re- 
ceived was for December, 1905. This report, 
which was made by Dr. Victor G. Heiser, di- 
rector of health, says eight deaths from 
cholera were registered in that. month in 
Manila, all the victims being Filipinos. In 
discussing cholera in other provinces, Dr. 
Heiser says: 

“ This disease at present is confinéd to the 
provinces of La Guna, Cavite, Bulacan, and 
Pampanga. In Tanauan, Batangas, after an 
outbreak of sewen cases, resulting in four 
deaths, it has been eradicated, In the prov- 
ince of Rizal it is decreasing at present. In 
Hagonoy, Bulacan, there occurred a serious 
outbreak and a sanitary inspector was sent 
there by this bureau to coéperate with the 
local officers in combating the disease, which 
was finally brought under control,” 

The deaths from cholera reported were 290 
out of a total of 387 cases. The greatest num- 
ber of deaths was in Cavite—113. Bulacan 
province came second, with 80 deaths. 


Population Is Decimated. 

During the epidemic of 1902 the population 
of many of the towns were heavily reduced 
through deaths and the flight of the panic 
stricken people. Many of the dead were left 
unburied for days in spite of energetic steps 
taken by the government. 

Surgeons and medicines were sent to all 
parts of the islands and the natives were com- 
pelied to adopt sanitary precautions. Ip 
Tloilo, island of Panay, alone, 5,124 cases and 
2.740 deaths were reported up to Sept. 380, 
1902. This was the highest record for any 
one district since the outbreak and exceeded 
the total of Manila and many of the prov- 
inces. 

The town of Miago, in the province of Ilollo, 
was the worst sufferer, for 1,173 cases were 
reported there in 1902. The people in many 
districts at that time were fleeing to the 
mountains, leaving the sick and dying un- 
cared for and the dead unburied. Additional 
@octors and: further supplies of medicines 
were hurried to Iloilo, and eventually the au- 


thorities succeeded in contrdJiing the situa- 


tion. 
Taft Stamps It Almost Out. ° 

Gov. Taft announced on Oct. 30, 1902, that 
cholera had practically disappeared from 
Luzon and that in Manila there had been 
only an average of two cases a day for ten 
days previous. Twenty other provinces were 
practically free from the disease. 

Cholera, in a slight form, is epidemic in 
the Philippines almost every year, but the 
sanitary education of the natives by the 
American authorities is gradually alleviating 
the conditions and the precautions taken 
by the medical authorities, based on past 
experiences, are regarded as being equal 
to any strain which may be placed upon 
them. 


CHICAGOAN WARNS OF CIGARET. 


Edward Page Gaston Tells Britons It 
Is Worst Article America 
Sends Abroad. 


LONDON, July 3.—Edward Page Gaston 
of Chicago testified today before the select 
committee of the house of lords on juvenile 
smoking that the worst article America sent 
to Great Britain was the American cigaret, 

“It is worse,”’ he said, “‘ than Chicago 
tinned meat.”’ 

Mr. Gaston also warned British legislators 
against attempts at bribery on the part of 
the American tobacco trust in order ty balk 
unfriendly legislation. 

Earl Beauchamp, chairman of the commit- 
tee, closely questioned Mr. Gaston regarding 
the effect of the American laws against the 
sale of tobacco to minors and he stated that 
nearly one-fourth of the popwlatidén of the 
United States now benefited through living 
under anti-cigaret legisiation. | 

The proposed British bill, which probably 
will receive the indorsement of the house of 
lords committee, provides for a fine of $5 
for the first offense in supplying tobacco to 
minors, $10 for a second offanse, and the 
revocation of the offender's license on a third 
conviction. 


LANSDOWNE CRITICISES Congo. 


Declares Condition of Free State Could 
Not Be Worse than It Is 
at Present. 


LONDON, July 8.—In the house of lords 
today the question of the Congo Independent 
state was discussed. Lord Lansdowne said 
the attitude of the state had been unsatis- 
factory throughout and never could be more 
unsatisfactory than now. He could scarce- 
ly believe, he said, that the powers would 
acquiesce in the claim of the soveréignty of 
the Congo Independent state in the shape it 
has been most recently presented. Nothing 
could be more humiliating to European na- 
tions.

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CZAR'S TROOPS TRAITORS. 


LEAGUE DISCOVERED IN ARMY 
THAT URGES ON MUTINIES. 


Seal of Organization and Documents 
Showing Its Purpose Are Found, 
and All Doubt of Disaffection of 
Soldiers Is Removed—Police Shoot 
Down Women and Children During 
Agrarian Disorders — Czar Urges 
Passage of His Land Bill. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 8.—All doubt of 
the existence of an organized military revo- 
lutionary league, which is inspiring mutinies 
and uprisings in the army, has been set at 
rest by the discovery of the seal and docu- 
ments of the organization during a search of 
soldiers attached to staff headquarters at 
Vilna, who were detailed to various regi- 
ments of the Third corps. 

War Minister Rudiger has ordered a strict 
investigation of all detachments of troops to 
determine the extent of the revolutionary 
propaganda and the best methods of counter- 
acting it. Martial law was proclaimed today 
at Odessa on account of the ferment among 
the troops. 

The ministry of war has received tele- 
grams to the effect that a serious mutiny has 
broken out in the Second and Third battalions 
of the tiralleurs, and the First railroad bat- 
talion at Askabad. 


Women and Children Slain. 
Agrarian disorders continue in the central 
and southern provinces. A desperate en- 
counter took place between the police and a 
crowd at a public garden in Tulla. Many 
women and children were among the victims. 
At Matviefka there was a regular engage- 


ment between Cossacks and peasants, in 
which several persons were killed or 
wounded, . 

The administrative and the parliamentary 
views of the Bialystok excesses were pub- 
lished tonight, the first in the report of Baron 
Frisch, president of the council of the em- 
pire,’to Minister of the Interior Stolypin, 
which was published in the Official Messen- 
ger, and the latter in the report of the par- 
llamentary commission. Though they differ 
in tinany important respects they unite in 
holding certain officials, or at least the in- 
terior police officials, guilty of inciting and 
participating in the excesses. 

It is significent that Shiremetieff, prefect 
of rolice of Bialystok, has been summoned 
to St. Petersburg. 


Agrarian Bill Is Submitted. 


The government's agrarian bill finally has 
been approved, as introduced in the lower 
house of parliament and published in the Of- 
ficial Messenger, accompanied by a proclama- 
tion to the peasants glorifying the emperor’s 
constant solicitude for them. 

It attempts to show that the realization of 
socialistic schemes for the nationalization 


been deluded—instead of improving the lot 
of the peasants, would result in inevitable 
misery, as the distribution of all the arable 
state lands in European Russia would give 
each peasant less than one additional decia- 
tine. This, it is argued, would be subject 
to constant diminution, owing to increases in 
the population. Besides, it would deprive 
the peasants of the opportunity of obtaining 
work from the landlords, from whom a large 
percentage of their income is derived, 


Expropriation Is Denied. 
After reviewing many acts of the Russian 
emperor for the benefit of the peasants, like 
the emancipation of the serfs and the estab- 
lishment of peasant banks, the statement 


' solemnly denies that the government is pro- 


posing expropriation in the interests of the 
landlords, who, it says, could convert their 
land into cash. The statement concludes 
with an expression of the vital necessity of 
maintaining the rights of property as being 
the foundation of the state, present and 
future. 
More Warsaw Police Killed. 

WARSAW, Russian Poland, July 3.~The 
terrorists’ determination to exterminate the 
pclice force shows no signs of wavering. 
Before noon today two more police sergeants 
were added to the already long death roll. 
Both men were shot and killed in the streets. 
Ir, each Case the assassins escaped. . 

Another policeman was Killed this evening, 
A patrol which hurried to the scene of the 
killing fired a volley, which slew a passerby.

The manager of one of the associations of 
diamond merchants says the assoclation’s 
stock is now worth nearly $2,000,000 and it 
ig still buying, but it is exceedingly dimfi- 
cult to obtain stones. 

It is first necessary to get an introduction 
to the syndicate which controls the South 
African market; then the buyer has to wait 
in turn, probably six months. He goestothe 
offices of the syndicate on the appointed day 
and is shown a parcel of dlamonde, but there 
is no bargaining. He must pay the syndi- 
cate’s price or go without the diamonds. 


Mines Are Less Productive. 

One buyer lately asked for time to consult 
with his partner before accepting a parcel 
valued at $500,000. When he returned he found 
the stones had been sold. Buyers have been 
offered $5,000 for their turn and haverefused 
the offer. 

The reason for the rise in prices is that the 
mines are becoming less productive, although 
they are producing finer, whiter and more 
brilliant stones. Pearls, rubies, and emer- 
alde are soaring in the same way. Emeralds 
here have advanced 50 per cent in price. 


FAMOUS CHURCH IS BURNED. 


St. Michael’s, in Hamburg, with All 
Its Treasures, Destroyed—Twenty 
Persons Missing. 


HAMBURG, July 3.—St. Michael’s church, 
one of the most interesting buildings in Ham- 
burg, was destroyed by fire this afternoon. 

Twenty persons are missing. The fire 
watchman, who lived in the steeple, sounded 
the electric alarm. but his retreat was cut 
off. Three workmen who were repairing the 
clock also perished, and thirty firemen were 
wounded, two of them dangerously. 

The fire started in the steeple, where work- 
men were repairing the clock, and is sup- 
posed to have been due to carelessness. The 
conflagration spread rapidly and the steeple, 
which was 426 feet high, fell in less than forty 
minutes from the time the fire started. 

After the church was in flames Dr. Brink- 
mann, director of the Museum of Art and In- 
dustry, with several officials, entered the 
edifice to save the gold and silver treasures 
but only the smaller part of these were saved. 

The flames later attacked houses in Eng- 
lischeplanke, Poehmkén,; Venusberg, and 
Muehlen streets. The Schaarmarkt, which 
was a wooden building, burned rapidly. A 
small Baptist church was also destroyed. 
In all twelve houses were entirely destroyed, 
while more than twenty roofs or upper stories 
were burned.

MORE SENSATIONS | 
IN HARTJE SUIT. 


Coachman Declares Master Of- 
fered Him $2,500 to Shoot | 
Man He Suspected. 


‘MARY’ MYSTERY CLEARED 


Madine Reveals Identity of Wom- 
an He Talked With Over 
Telephone. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 3.—[{Special.]—Senea- 
tional testimony again marked the hearing 
of the Hartje divorce case today. 

Both Mrs. Hartje and the coachman, Tom 
Madine, declared under oath they had never 
seen the sensational letters alleged to have 
passed between them. Mrs. Hartje de- 
nounced them ag forgeries. Madine denied 
there had ever existed between him and Mrs. 
Hartje any undue familiarity. 

In the course of his testimony Madine de- 
clared that Mr. Hartje once offered him 
$2,500 to shoot a man of whom he was jealous 
and that on another occasgion Hartje offered 
him $5,000 to swear he had seen Mrs. Hartje 
and Grose MacConnell alone in the house, 

The name of the man Madine declared 
Hartje. asked him to kill was given as Mr. 
Smith to shield his identity. : 

Coachman Asked to Slay? 

“Mr. Hartje and I were driving when we 
met him,” Madine testified, *‘ and Mr. Hartje 
said to me: ‘ Tom, that has been trying 
to do me dirt ever since I’ve been married. 
I'll give you $2,500 if you shoot him.’ 

“ At another time Mr. Hartje stopped me 
in Wood street. I crossed over, and he said: 
‘Tom, I’m in trouble, and I want you to help 
me. I will give you $5,000 if you will swear 
that you saw Mrs. Hartje and Gross MacCon- 
nell in the house alone.’ 

‘I told him I had seen Gross MacConnell 
in the house only once, and that was whén 
he was there and Mrs. e was upstairs." 

Madine’s story consisted largely of denials 
of misconduct with Mrs. Hartje. He was 
asked to write such words as ** but, don't, 
Tom Madine,”” and when he wrote Allouez 
Marron watched him closely and said: ** Now 
write your natural hand,” to which he replied 
that he had. What this writing disclosed is 
doubtful, as it is in the possession of Hartje’s 
attorneys, Ferguson, Marron & Rodgers. 


Madine Denies Familiarity. 


Madine repeated the story ag to his work 
about the Hartje premises, saying he was 
told by Mr. Hartje to do what Mrs. Hartje 
asked him. When he was in her room, he 
said, it was to fix window screens or do work 
of that character. He told of Hartje giving 
him $150 when he only owed him $80, and 
declared the “Mary” who he said tele- 
phoned him from the Castleman street house 
two or three times a day was a domestic 
named Dillon. This was brought out to 
show that the telephone messages he re- 
ceived were not from Mrs. Hartje. He de- 
nied talking over the telephone with Mrs. 
Hartje or having his picture taken for her. 

Madine denied emphatically he had put his 
arms about Mrs. Hartje’s waist while sitting 
on a kitchen table or at any other time. 
During his entire examination he never 
looked at Mrs. Hartje once. 

Letters Branded Forgeries. 

Mrs. Hartje denied every allegation made 
against her.and her husband's lawyers sur- 
prised everybody by refusing to cross ex- 
amine her. Mra. Hartje denied writing let- 
ters to Madine or giving him money other 
than for ordinary uses of her house. She 
denied Mrs. Thorn, sister of Mr. Hartje, had 
seen her in her stable with Madine, or that 
she paid his fare to Europe and saw him 
board the ship. She started to tell what Mr. 
Hartje gave her to run the house, but the 
court refused to permit that line of ques- 
tioning. ; 

Mra. Hartje had previously admitted writ- 
ing the first seven of the letters shown as 
evidence. She today reiterated this state- 
ment, saying: 

“I wrote the first seven and the others I 
never wrote. I never saw them until at 
Mr. Swearingen’'s office.”’ 

The case was continued until 
morning. 

Attorney Freeman called a Mr. Hagleson, 
who testified to arrangements being made 
between himself and three others, including 
Madine, to come back home from Europe 
on the Baltic. Eagleson said Madine had 
visited him at his New Jersey home and 
told him he was going to be sued, and wanted 
him to tell about their trip coming home 
together. He did not know what the suit 
was about, as he paid little attention to it 
until he was told he was wanted as a wit- 
Ness.

Ata late hour 
tonight La Provence had not been heard 
from. ) 

The liner Kroonland, arriving here today 
from Antwerp, was in wireless communica- 
tion with both Deutschland and La Provence 
last Friday. Neither vessel gave its posi- 
tion, but the Kroonland at the time was in 
latitude 41.19 north, hongitude 532.34 west. 


Claims Lead of Fifty Miles. 

Capt. Kaempf of the Deutschland saié his 
ship was leading the Frenchman by fifty 
miles. 

Capt. Alix of La Provence reported that he 
was gaining on the German competitor. He 
appears to be unable to overcome the lead 
of the Deutschland, which has 87,000 ho 
power engines to 80,000 for La Provence. - 
Deutschland also hada start of an hour and 
thirty-five minutes from the plier and one 
hour and eleven minutes from the bar over 
the Frenchman. 

Provence Won First Race. 

In the first race between these ships La 
Provence beat Deutschland to the English 
channel by four hours. [If the 
arrives on time it will make the trip in ap- 
proximately 5 days, 14 hours, 30 minutes. Its 
best eastern voyage, however, was made in 
5 days, 7 hours, 88 minutes, when it averaged

FAIR MANICURIST NAMED IN 
ELLIS DIVORCE suIvT. 


Wife of Jerome Ellis, Automobile En- 
thusiast and the Daughter of Pres- 
ident E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fe 
Railroad, Asks Alimony in Bill Re-

Mrs. Alice M. Ellis, daughter of E. P. Rip- 
ley, president of the Santa Fé railroad, who 
has brought divorce proceedings against her 
husband, Jerome A. Ellis, automobile en- 
thusiast, declined yesterday to discuss “ the 
other woman,.”’

A statutory charge is preferred against

recently with a Mre. Rockefellow in apart- 
ments at Twenty-sixth street and Calumet 
avenue. 

Escapades Date Back to 1904. 

Aceording to the bill, Mrs. Ellis knew noth- 
ing of the alleged friendliness between her 
husband and Miss Robson until last January, 
although the petition cites that the esca- 
pades of Ellis date as far back as September, 
1904. Mrs. Ellis asks temporary support and 
alimony. - 

In Januaty there was a bitter quarrel be- 
tween husband and wife, according to 
friends, in which Miss Robson's name was 
mentioned. A few days later Mr. Ellis de- 
parted from their Riverside residence. 

The hearing of the divorce is expected to 
take place shortly. Mr. Ellis would not say 
yesterday whether he would contest it. He 
ig a member of the Chicago Athletic and 
Washington Park clubs and a director of the 
Chicago Automobile club. He took part yes- 
terday in the automobile races at Hawthorne 
park. He and Mrs, Ellis were married Nov. 


2, 1897. 


Expected “Balloon to Go Up.” 

“T have expected the balloon to go up for 
some time,” said Ellis just before he left for 
the races. “‘ My wife and I have failed to get 
along together since last December or Jan- 
uary. If you can’t live under the same roof 
with a person something's bound to happen 
sooner or later.” 

He would not discuss the Robson woman. 
Mrs. Ellis was reported ill at her home in 
Riverside and her mother wouldn't discuss 
the case beyond saying that Ellis was to 
blame.

BEATEN, AND SCRATCHED. 


Fellers, 791 Halsted

A crippled woman was attacked in her home 
yesterday afternoon, adding another name 
to the already long list of victima. 

Alone and almost helpless, Mrs. Henrietta 
Fellers, 22 years old, 791 Halsted street, was 
seized by a stranger who dragged her ‘into 
a room adjoining the kitchen, beat her se- 
verely, and escaped. No clew has been ob- 
tained which might lead to his identification. 
Mrs. Fellers’ face, head, and body were so 
severely bruised and scratched that a 
physician was summoned to attend her. 

The attack occurred shortly before 5 o'clock. 
Mrs. Fellere had returned from a neighboring 
store, where she had made some small pur- 
chases. 


Man Lying in Wait for Her. 

A stranger, she said, was standing in the 
doorway as she passed in. At the time she 
paid no particular attention to his presence. 
She believes he was waiting until she en- 
Shortly after she had en- 
tered he followed and attacked her, 

“TIT was near the ice box in the kitchen,” 
she said, “‘ when the door was opened sud- 
deniy and a man entered. He ran toward 
me and without speaking a word seized me 
by the throat. He told me to keep quiet or 
he would kill me. I was dragged from the 
kitchen into the dining room and é then 
thrown against the wall. When I fell my 
head struck against the window sash and for 
a moment I became dazed. When I recov- 
ered I struggled until he freed me. Then he 
seized me again, tearing my waist in shreds. 
I struggled harder and when he saw his ef- 
forts were useless he ran from the house.” 


Remembers Fate of Mrs. Hollister. 

Late last evening Mrs. Fellers had not 
recovered from the nervous shock caused 
by the attack. She said when she saw the 
stranger enter she at first believed him a 
burglar. Then, remembering the fate of Mrs. 
Hollister, she made a desperate fight. 

Mrs. Fellers thinks she could identify the 
man but is able to give only a general de- 
scription of his appearance, 


SEEKS PLACE AS CANDIDATE. 


Richard EB. Burke Files Petition for 
Municipal Judgeship—To Test 
New Law. 


State Representative Richard E. Burke 
yesterday filed with the county clerk a peti- 
tion, for a place on the regular democratic 
ticket’ ase candidate for a municipal judge- 
ship. With his petition Mr. Burke filed a 
lengthy argument setting forth that under 
his interpretation of the new primary law 
the filing of such a petition and subsequent 
placing of his name on the official: ballot 
makes it obligatory upon the conventien to 
vote for him as a regular nominee. 

While others may not take the same view of 
the law it paves the way for litigation, and 
other aspirants for similar positions doubt- 
less Will follow sult. The time for filing such 
petitions ends tomorrow at midnight. Dem- 
ocratic candidates must have 1,973 signers, 
while republicans must show a total of over 
4,000, these; figures’ representing the requl- 
site 2 per cent of the respective parties’ vote 
on the presidential candidate at the last gen- 
eral election. 

The petition which Mr. Burke filed had 2,500 
signatures attached. He asks for the nom- 
ination to one of the six year terms. 

The contention of Representative Burke fs 
that while the legislature in passing the new 
primary law did not state specifically that 
candidates for municipal judgeship should 
file such petitions, the intent fs plainly de- 
ducible. This he bases upon the fact that it 
eliminates only county comraissioners ana 
trustees of the University of Illinois frem 
filing petitions, while it does say that all 
municipal officers to be elected in November 


shall do so.

Attorney Gives Out Statement.

prise of his own, found a purse in the Mar- 
shall Field retail store and carried it home 
with her. She found that the purse contained 
some tax receipts, some keys, and also a 
small change purse, and a due bill for $20 
on another State street store. 

Mrs. Lammers’ attorney In his statement 
and Mr. Lammers in an interview declared 
that on the same night that the purse was 
taken home an attempt was made to reach 
Mrs. Calkins by telephone, her name being 
in the purse, but that the attempt was un- 
successful because the telephone operator 
reported that the telephone had been taken 
out. . 

Mr. Lammers next, it ie asserted, made an 
unsuccessful attempt to reach Mrs, Calkins 
by trying to turn the purse over to a com. 
pany whose name was on the key ring in 
the purse. Then he sent Mrs. Calkins a 
postal card and requested her to call at his 
Office for the purse. When she called, Mr. 
Lammers says, he asked her to examine the 
purse and was surprised when Mrs. Calkins 
announced that money was missing.

“The charge against me is false and a 
mistake,’ shesaid. ‘ I have nothing further 
to say.”

Her husband, who showed 
signs of severe mental suffering, said: 

‘I am placed in the position of defending 
the most innocent woman inthe world. Al- 
theugh my wife is innocent, I believe that 
Mrs. Calkins must be sincere in her chafge, 
or she would not willfully subject us to such 
an ordeal as this. It is my theory that some 
professional thief stele the money from the 
pocketbook and then put the purse where my 
wife picked it up, thinking it had been lost 
and believing that she was acting in the best 
interests of the owner, whom she had never 
seen.”’ 

Mrs. Lammers before her marriage was 
physical culture director of the Jewish man- 
ual training school. Her maiden name was 
Antoinette Belitz. Members of the Binner-

mers declare that their reputation is irre- 
proachable. 

Mrs. Calkins expressed herself last night 
as inclined to push the case. Mrs. Calkins, 
who is a young woman, is proprietor of the 
Chicago Mills hotel at 421 State street and 
the Royal hotel, 308 State street.

BURNHAM TO BE ESTABLISHED 
SOUTH OF CITY. 


Western Steel Car and Foundry Com- 
pany Interests Buy Tract in Thorn- 
ton, Near Calumet River, Where 
Industrial Community Will Be 
Built—Mills Employing 10,000 Men 
Expected to Locate and Extensive 
improvements Are Contemplated.

A new industrial town to be called Burn- 
ham, north and east of the Grand Calumet 
river and adjoining the city limits at One 
Hundred and YThirty-eighth street, in the 
township of Thornton, is planned. It is to 
be located on a tract of 62% acres bought 
by Charles M. Nichols from Richard M. 
Husted of Boston, treasurer of Boston uni- 
versity, for $22,500. ; 

Mr. Nichols subsequently conveyed it to A. 
C. McCord, president of the Western Steel 
Car and Foundry company: Henry R. Platt, 
attorney; John H. Mitchell, western gales 
manager of the Pressed Steel Car company; 
Cleve Runnells, sales manager of the West- 
ern cOmpany; Burt J. Fitzgerald, real estate 
broker; and himself, all of Chicago, and J. 8. 
Andrews of the American Steel Foundry 
company, and D. W. McCord, vice president 
of the Western company of New York City. 
The enterprise was promoted by Mr. Fitz- 
gerald and Mr. Nichols. 


Will Secure More Land. 

Tt is announced that it is the purpose of the 
syndicate to acquire additional property and 
to build a modern industrial city. It is an- 
nounced ‘that 100 houses will be erected im- 
mediately for the better class of employés. 
Other improvements contemplated include a 
bank, gas and electric lights, a sewer sys- 
tem, and possibly a library largely devoted 
to technical works. 

It ig stated that the Car and Foundry 
company is to become the Western Steel Car 
and Foundry company of Burnham. It has

MANY FIGHTS AT TRIAL. 


Battles; Attempts to Bribe 
Are Charged. 


Beattyville, 11., July 3.—[Special.)—Asbury 
Spicer, witness for the prosecution In the trial 
of Judge James Hargis for the murder of 
James B. Marcum, today, for the first time, 
confessed his connection with the alleged 
plots to-murder James B. Marcum and Jim 
Cockrill, tmplicating Hargis and Ed Sullivan, 
then sheriff, in the plot. 

Spicer already had told what he knew of 
the murder of Dr. Cox, when he was on the 
witness stand during the hearing of the mo- 
tion for bail for Hargis in Jackson. 

Spicer declared that on the day Marcum was 
killed he wasin Jackson. Only a few minutes 
before the shooting he was dispatched by 
Jim Hargis to get Tom White, and later was 
dispatched by Ed Callahan to get Curt Jett. 
Afterwards, while he was in the store of 
Hargis, two shots were fired, and Marcum fell 
dead in the front door of the courthouse. 


Offered $500 to Kill Marcum. 

Spicer said that a few days before the kIll- 
ing of Marcum he was offered $600 to kill 
the attorney, but that he refused, as he had 
dune when offered pay to do away with Jim 
Cockrill, 

Mose Feltner, one of the state’s chief de- 
pendences, denied that he had made an 
effort to treat with Hargis and Callahan, He 
said that Gray Maddex had come to him 
with a proposition, presumably from Hargts, 
to the effect that if he would leave the state 
and not testify at the present trial Hargis 
would let up on him in any of the future trials 
of Feltner on indictments against him in 
Breathitt county. Feltner said he refused 
to have anything to do with the proposition, 

During the morning Anse White, a brother 
of Tom White, was forced to defend himself 
against the onslaught of Breck Combs. Tom 
Cockrill also was forced into a difficulty with 
Roger Spicer, and during the argument Cock- 
rill struck at Spicer and delivered a severe 
blow to Gran Spicer. 
Cockrill were arrested,

McGeohegan wins the medal for bravery 
displayed June 21 of last year in the capture 
of two burglars who blew, open a safe in a 
meat market at 726 West Forty-seventh 
atreet.

A bullet hit 
his helmet, another bullet struck him in the 
mouth, and, as he closed in on the burglars, 
he was shot in the elbow, and one of them 
struck him with an iron jimmy, knocking 
him unconscious. Two of the burglars were 
captured and convicted, but two escaped, 
afterward dying from their wounds. 

The two fire heroes are given the medals 
for saving two lives, Leiber was off duty 
July 5, 1904, when George Hostman, 11 
years old, 415 West Twenty-sixth street, fell 
off a pier at the foot of Twenty-sixth street 
into the lake. Leiber Jumped in the water 
and rescued the boy.

POSTOFFICE FRAUD ORDER 
CHECKS VINELESS POTATO. 


Government Department Rules That In- 
vention of Agricultural Marvel Is De- 
ceiving Western Farmers. 


The “ vineless ’’ potato which has been 
flourishing sweetly in the office of its Chicago 
inventor was snuffed out yesterday by a 
fraud order from the postoffice authorities in 
Washington. W. D. Darst and the Vineless 
Potato company of Chicago were the pro- 
moters of the agricultural marvel. 

Aecording to the scheme, a combination of 
sawdust and “ potatine’”’ selling for $4.50 a 
bottle, confined in a bin of state proportions, 
was guaranteed to produce as many potatoes, 
without soil of any kind, without vines or 
follage, as could be grown on an acre of 
ground. Farmers in Kansas and Missouri 
became infatuated with this get a crop quick 
game and the inventor was in a fair way to 
make his fortune. 

The concern advertised: 

“Vineless potatoes can be grown fn bins 
above the ground in sixty days at a cost not 
to exceed 9 cents a bushel.’’ 

Before debarring Inventor Darst and the 
“ Vineless"’ company from the se of the 
mails, the postoffice department submitted 
the proposition to the department of agri- 
culture, The latter reported that it was no 
secret small potatoes could be grown “ vine- 
less *’ in the dark on white bleached shoots 
of sprouting seed potatoes, but it was pointed 
out the crop always would be less than the 
amount planted. 


POLICE RAID O’LEARY’S PLACE. 


Arrest Commission Men Playing Bill- 
iards and Every One in Place as In- 
mates of Gaming House.

SWEEPS DOWN INCLINE, RUNNING 
DOWN ALL’ON TRACK. 


Disaster, Which Occurs on Railroad 
Branch Between Portage and Puri-

Altoona, Pa., July 4.—A runaway minecar, 
flying down a mine branch track that runs 
from Puritan to Portage, last night reaped 
a frightful harvest of eleven mep_ killed and 
several others injured Some meaticious per- 


gon had loosened the brakes, which per- 


mitted the car to speed down the sharp in- 


cline. The victims were all foreign laborers. 
The car crashed into a number of cars 
standing west of Portage and was wrecked. 
An investigation disclosed blood and par- 
ticles of clothing on the wheels, and several 
men were sent back over the track to see 
what had started the car on Its wild trip. 


Bodies Are Widely Scattered. 


The searchers were horrified by seeing the 


mangled remains of a man lying beside the 


track and by the time they had arrived at 
Puritan eleven bodies had been counted. 

The victims were returning from Portage, 
where they had been laying in supplies for 
the fourth over the branch track, which is 
the only avenue by which Puritan can be 
reached. This course is regarded as’ per- 
fectiy safe at night, because no cars are run 
over it after the mines cease operations for 
the evening. 

Mowed Down in Dark. 

Some of the dead, it is said, were under the 
influence of liquor when they started for 
home tate last night.”

Talks with Houser’s Opponent.

O’Conmner, who brought the evidence before 
the legislative investigating committee, he 
talked and corresponded with James A. 
Frear, candidate for the office of secretary 
of state against Houser. This led to the an- 
nouncement of the charge before the insur- 
ance legislative investigating committee, of 
which Frear was chairman. 

In reply to a question by District Attorney 
Gilbert, *“‘ Was there any intent on your part 
to prejudice or injure the candidacy of 
Houser at the time you made this public 
before the insurance investigating commit- 
tee?’’ Host answered: 

* Ne.” 

Clerk’s Evidence Excluded. 

The testimony of Frank H. Bryant, license 
clerk in Host’s office, which tended to con- 
firm Host’s statements, was ruled out, 

The court ruled that Bryant could not testi- 
fy on hearsay evidence, but the testimony 
was yead into the record by the presentation 
of testimony taken by the legisiative insur- 
ance investigating committee. 

Host was put under a grilling crossexam- 
ination by Attorney Jones, who sought to 
impeach his testimony. 

Commissioner Host testified in Milwaukee 
that while examining insurance companies 
he received $25 a day and expenses. Counsel 
for Houser led him to the same answer in the 
trial, but misunderstood Host’s answer, in- 
terpreting it that Host received $25 a day as 


expenses. ,

‘ROOSEVELT 70 ARIZONANS 


‘URGES THEM TO COME INTO THE 
UNION AT ONCE. 


President Declares That Unless They 
Accept Now Chance May Be Lost 
for Many Years to Come—Holds Up 
to Them Exaniple of Oklahoma, In-~ 
dian Territory, and New Mexico— 
Says He Learned to Love the Terri. 
teries During Life in Weeat. 


Tucson, Ariz., July 8.—[{Special.]—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is so anxious for Arizona to 
become a state that he has written a personal 
letter to his old friend, Mark A. Rogers, 
urging the people to vote to be admitted with 
New Mexico. The president says that he be- 
lieves if the present opportunity is not seized 
it may be many years before the opportunity 
may be had again. 

President Roosevelt's letter, which was re- 
ceived today, reads: 

“The White House, Washington, D. C., 
June 27.—Dear Mark A, Rogers, secretary 
Arizona Statehood association, Tucson, Ariz. 
~My earnest. hope is that the people of the 
territory of Arizona in their wisdom will 
decide to entér the union as part of the great 
state of Arizona. No man can foretell what 
will happen in the future. “But it is my 
belief that if the people of Arizona iet this 
chance go by they will have to wait many 
years before the chance again offers Mseif, 
and even then it probably will be only on the 
present terms—that is, on the condition of 
being joined with New Mexico. 


Says Now Is the Time. 
“If the people of Arizona come in now they

Jerome in the Dark. 

District Attorney Jerome as yet has not 
obtained all the facts regarding the affidavit, 
but it is learned the prosecution is on the 


track of certain persons cognizant of all the 


facts. Even the lawyer who is reported to 
have drawn up the affidavit is known. 

Thaw’s lawyers say they know nothing 
about the affidavit. Acording to one report, 
Thaw paid monéy to Miss Nesbit in settle- 
ment of her claims. That a known copy of 
this affidavit is sought by the prosecution is 
generally understood. 

The incident is said to have occurred 
eighteen months ago. About that time 
Thaw began to carry & revolver and to shad- 
ow White in search of evidence against him. 

All reports made by detectives Thaw em- 
ployed to trail White were turned over to 
the district attorney today by John E. Mc- 
Kenna, head of the Greater New York de- 
tective agency. Detectives began reporting 
White’s daily movements on March 5, 1906. 
They were still on the job when White was 
killed. Thaw having inetructed them from 
time ito time to keep after White and try to 
get something against him. Four or five 
men were employed in the work. Each man 
made a daily report of his movements. 


White Constantly Shadowed. 

The detectives picked White up at his house 
each morning and kept tab on him all day 
and evening. 

Though he occasionally met actresses, ac- 
cording to reports, he was guilty of no im- 
proprieties with them and had nothing what- 
ever to do with little girls, as has been report- 
ed. No mention is made of Mrs. Thaw. itis 
evident there was no meeting between the 
two nor any attempt by White to follow her. 

Mrs. Thaw was quoted in several purported 
interviews as having declared untrue a story 
of her husband’s deceased valet, Bedford, 
that there was no marriage in London and 
also as telling how she was preparing for the 
ordeal she must face. In the afternoon she 
telephoned Thaw’s lawyers and asked them 
to announce that she had said nothing of the 
sort and had not given out any interviews 
whatever. 

Mrs. Thaw made another long visit to her 
husband in the Tombs today. Thaw has 
settled down to the routine of prison life. 
He takes a cold sponge bath in the morning, 
eats a good breakfast, takes a run during the 
morning exercise hour, and is keeping him- 
self in good condition. 


Comstock Has to Back Up. 

Anthony Comstock, Thaw’s fellow vice 
chaser, who has been extensively quoted 
since he let it be known that he and Thaw 
had worked together for New York’s purifica- 
tion. has been forced to deny some state- 
ments in which he had been quoted concern- 
ing charges against White. Comstock’s call 
down came from the Gerry society in a letter 
written by President John D. Lindsay, who 
went over some statements in Comstock In- 
terviews. One was that if the society had 
entertained complaints and got the evidence 
at hand the killing would have been averted, 
and that the society had pooh-poohed the 
charges and had assumed they were not true 
hecause of White’s standing. Comstock 
tearfully admitted that his interview was 
warped and distorted. 

Mrs. Thaw Hears News. 

LONDON, July 3.—Mrs. William Thaw, 
mother of Harry Thaw, learned today for 
the first time that he had killed Stanford 
White. After the utmost effort to keep the 
news from her on board the Minneapolis, 
which docked this morning, on the wharf, 
where she was protected from newspaper 
men by detectives, and on the train hither, 
on which she had a private compartment 
with her son-in-law. the earl of Yarmouth, 
the latter informed her of the affair in the 
privacy of his residence Mre. Thaw bore 
the news wonderfully. 

Although the wireless telegraph informed 
the Minneapolis of the shooting near Sandy 
Hook, it was kept from Mrs. Thaw. 


TRANSIT LINE LAUNDRY AGENT. 


Brooklyn Road Pays for Family Wash- 
ing Where Back Yards Are Dis- 
turbed by Improvements. 


New York, July 3.—[Special.]—There’s joy 
in Flatbush homes whose backyards rear 
their fences against the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit road. The road for several weeks 
has been improving the roadbed. It intends 
to sink its line in a sort of a half tunnel and it 
has agreed at the beginning of work that 
should it remove beckyard fences and dis- 
turb pfivate property to restore them to their 
original state. A howl of dismay went up 
from housewives. Where were they going 
to hang their washing without their back- 
yards’ ;

CUMMINS REPLIES TO PERKINS. 


Governor Declines to Submit Question 
of Contests to National Committee 
—Urges Party Harmony. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 3.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Cummins has replied to the letter of George 
D. Perkins to the effect that the bitter con- 
test for the gubernatorial nomination vir- 
tually has been decided against the execu- 
tive and that, in order to promote party wel- 
fare, the governor should not persist in a pol- 
icy that threatens to bring dishonor. Gov. 
Cummins asserts strongly that he has a safe 
majority of the delegates and is willing to 
leave the matter in their hands. 

The governor declines to submit the con- 
troversy over contests to the national com- 
mittee on the ground that the matter is one 
for the delegates to determine. He says the 
practice if adopted would be full of discord. 
The governor says: 

“You and I, at least, should discourage 
with all the influence we have-the sugges- 
tion that a republican convention, however 
earnest, will, either in its nominations or in 
its platform, give any republican good rea- 
I have 
“too much faith in the wisdom and fairness 
of my fellow republicans to allow a little 
feeling, developed here and there in the cam- 
paign, to shake my belief in the sober second 
thought of our people. I know that the cam- 
paign has been intense, but reason has not 
been driven from the seat of judgment, and 
the convention will be prompt to recognize 
the principle that it is the privilege of the 
majority to decide, and the duty of the 
minority to acquiesce. 


Claims Safe Majority. 


“I cannot concur in your statement that

Washington, D. C., July 3.—Dr. #. Ww. 
Wiley. chief of the bureau of chemistry of 
the department of agriculture. today had put 
into cold storage 150 broilers as the first step 
toward an investigation of the efféct of cold 
storage on food products. Half of the brofl- 
ers were drawn and half undrawn. Within 
the next five or six months they wil! be 
cooked and tested. : 

The department has completed an investi- 
gation of the effect on fruit of freezing. It 
has been disclosed that cold storage improves 
all kinds of fruit for the first four or five 
months, but after that time it deteriorates 
rapidly. 

Dr. Wiley believes he can secure just as ac- 
curate information concerning meat and 
other food products.

UNIONS WANT TO TAKE PART 
IN THE INSPECTION OF MEATS. 


Through President Michael Donnelly 
Proposition Is Submitted to Heads of 
Several Packing Establishments. 


The unions of the stockyards now desire 
to take a hand in the inspection of meat [n 
the packing plants, and through President 
Michae! Donnelly of the Amalgamated Mea: 
Cuttere and Butcher Workmen yesterdcy 
submitted their plan to several of the heads 
of the packing establishments. 

It was proposed that the unions be held 
responsible for the purity of the products. 
President Donnelly explained that this might 
be accomplished by stamping the meats with 
a labe! to be affixed by the workmen who had 
a share in the killing and dressing of the 
carcatses. He cited experiments which he 
said had been tried successfull? at Evans- 
ville. Ind. 

A committee of union workmen will make 
another call on the packers soon to learn 
the answer to the proposal. None of the 
off.ciais of the packing companies would dis- 
cuss the plan of President Donnelly. 

The Chicago unions will decide in a few 
days whether to held a Labor day parade this 
year. Strong sentiment has developed in 
favor of abolishing the annual event, and the 
matter may be submitted to a referendum 
vote. 


PRAISES RESTAURANT LAW. 


Whalen Declares Ordinance, Which He 
Expects Mayor to Sign, Will 
Do Much Good. 


Health Commissioner Whalen was jubilant 
yesterday over the passage by the city coun- 
cil Monday night of his ordinance licensing 
and regulating restaurants. It means a big 
step, he said, in the direction of health and 
sanitation. He expects Mayor Dunne to sign 
it. 

This ordinance provides that every indi- 
vidual desiring to run a restaurant must ap- 
ply to the commissioner of health for a per- 
mit, filling out an application blank describ- 
ing fully the premises and his arrangements 
for cooking, storing. and serving food. The 
license is issued solely at the commissioner's 
discretion, 

This application is verified by inspectors 
from the department and a license issued on 
the payment of a graduated fee based on $15 
for a. full-year. Failure to keep. the suzs- 
roundings up to the sanitary and pure food 
standards required by the department may 
mean the forfeiture of the permit, at the 
mayor's discretion. 

The work of inspecting the bakeries of the 
city is being carefully mapped out by Chief 
Sanitary Inspector Hedrick in anticipation 
of the time when his department can turn its 
attention, for a moment, from the stock- 
yards. At present his entire staff is absorbed 
in supervising the installation of improved 
cenditions in the packing houses, but will 
be able to take up the other work shortly. 

“Publicity will be our greatest weapon In 
this bakery crusade,” said the chief inspec- 
tor. “The attention paid by Tue Trisungs 
this morning to the work already accom- 
plished has probably startled a thousand 
bakers into action. They will get busy 
now scrubbing out their places and giving 
walle and ceilings coats of lime wash.”

Excluding the permanent appropriation, the 
amount appropriated during the last ses- 
sion aggregated $740,000,000. Every item in- 
volved industrious examination by all the 
committees preparing the appropriation bills. 
Such measures have never been more care- 
fully prepared than during the session just 
adjourned, They originated in the house and 
their consideration in the committee of the 
whole, and in the house itself took more than 
100 days of the session. Outside of the 100 
days’ actual consideration on the floor of 
the house, the preparation of bills involved 
committee hearings which cover 15,000 
printed pages.”’ 


Cannon on Trust Busting. 

The speaker was asked to say something 
about the activity of the government in 
curbing the illegal policies of corporations. 

‘* Under our form of government,” he re- 
sponded, “‘we have the executive, the legis- 
lature, and the judiciary. The judiciary only 
acts when cases are laid before it. It is the 
province of the legislature to enact needed 
legislation. It is the province of the execu- 
tive to see to it that the laws are enforced. 

** Never :n the history of our country has 
the judiciary rendered more important serv- 
ice than In thre last twelve months, when the 
executive, in _its enforcement of the laws, 
presented numerous cases to it for decision. 
I? no other cases had been decided than those 
against the Chesapeake and Ohio, the New 
Haven, the Tobacco and the Northwestern 
Paper trust companies, the judiciary would 
be entitled to dwell in the history of the 
country as having contributed more than its 
share to the welfare of all the people.” 


Speaker Sure of Success. 
The speaker stopped a moment to relight 

his omnipresent cigar and concluded: 
“You asked me in the beginning whether 
I have any fear touching the success of the 
republican party at the polls in November 
next. I have answered by referring to what 
has been achieved—and in my judgment wise- 
ly achieved. The citizenship of the republic 
is competent for self-government. With what 
they have done the representatives in con- 
gress have a right to go back to their re- 
spective constituencies and expect with con- 
fidence an indorsement of their work and a 
renewal of their powers of attorney for the 
Sixtieth congress.

tem " that crushed the city hall. 

As such he could hardly be punished and 
50 Was put back with the “ system.”’ 

All afternoon he swung contentedly in his 
swivel chair, his desk overflowing with dusty 
colored correspondence, while black alpaca 
coated clerks popped in to congratulate him 
on his ‘ vindication’ and restoration to a 

2,100 a year job. 


Burke Sums Up the Matter. 

‘‘My whole trouble,” he said with an air 
of dignity, “ origimates from and is due to 
the persistent idea in the mind of the public 
that I am a personage of importance, 

“ As a matter of fact,,J am not; quite the 
contrary. I am a departmental subordinate. 
taking and receiving orders from my super:- 
ors, Mr. O'Connell, the commissioner of pub- 
lie works, and Mr. Pihlfeldt, the bridge 
engineer.”’ 

Commissioner O'Connell confirmed the re- 
port that the colonel had been “ relieved ”’ 
of his more onerous duties, such as jousting

Dr. Doty and Col. Lewis Want Ordi- 
mance Compelling Filing with City 
of Full Reports of Mishap*s on Car 
IAnes as Aid to Remedying Evils 


of Service—D. H. Louderbach Tes-. 


tifies in Consolidated Case on Cc. 
T. Yerkes’ Deals. 


Publicity as a cure for the many street rail- 
road accidents that mark the operation of the 
Chicago lines is recommended by the city au- 
thorities. Following the recent report of Dr. 
M. F. Doty, Mayor Dunne’s traction superin- 
tendent, Corporation Counsel Lewis yester- 


day recommended the passage of an ordi- 
nance to compel the companies to report all 


accidents. ; 
It is the idea of Col. Lewis and Dr. Doty 
that full particulars be filed with the city 
transportation bureau, with the names of 
those injured, the carmen, and witnesses. 
The police also will keep records and the two 
will be compared for the sake of accuracy. 
By learning the cause of accidents the city 
hall men believe the faults of poor equipment 
and bad management can be corrected and 
lives saved. The prosecution of personal in- 
jury suits against the companies also will be 
simplified. For this latter reason it is ex- 
pected the companies will oppose the move. 


D. H. Louderbach Testifies. 

D. H. Louderbach, the old time business 
ally of Charles T. Yerkes, the promoter of 
most of what is now the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company, gave important testimony be- 
fore Master in Chancery Bishop in the fed- 
eral court. It was in the sul@of the North 
and West Chicago Street railway companies 
to have the Consolidated lines declared their 
property. 

The plaintiffs hold that the lines now form- 
ing the Consolidated company were,built by 
Yerkes out of their credit and maney while 
he was at their head, but he retained the 
ownership. It was the $6,500,000 of Consoll- 
dated bonds which he took from Chicago 
with him which formed the basis for the 
estate he left. 

Mr. Louderbach testified that when he 
bullt some of the outlying lines he gave 
Yerkes $100,000 in bonds and $25,000 in stock 
for the purpose of obtaining a franchise for 
the new company in Clark street, from 
Graceland avenue to Dewey court. 


Building of North Shore Lines. 

Then, as head of the North Shore Electric 
company, which was making money, he sug- 
gested that the North Shore company build 
these outlying lines to connect with it. 
Yerkes asked that the stockholders of the 
north side company be not included In the 
deal. 

“ He said he counted on himself and me to 
arrange that,” sald Mr. Louderbach. 

“ Were those roads built by a construction 
company?’ asked Attorney Henry 8. Rob- 
bine for the plaintiffs. 

“Yes, the Garden City Construction com- 
pany, which, I organized at the suggestion 
of Mr. Yerkes, with a capital stock of 
$),000,000. It was a dummy corporation.” 

‘Was Mr. Yerkes beneficially interested?” 
asked Attorney Robbins. 

“JT do not know. He was not a stock- 
holder of record. All I know is that when 
I needed money I went to W. F. Furbeck 
for Mr. Yerkes and I was given a check 
signed by Mr. Yerkes personally.”
